_ He cireled the business centre of the 
city, and when ‘oyer the city hall his 
aeroplane took a sudden swoop down- 
wards, falling on the top of the Lee 
Dye building. Bryant was found in 
the, wreck of his machine dead. His 
baok, neck and both legs were broken. 

That Bryant, who was dashed to 
death with his aeroplane last night, 
realized that {t was unsafe to venture 
up when a hard wind was blowing, is 
amply shown by the fact that a few 
minutes before ascending he made a 
protest about it. 

He sald to a bystandes: “With the

In October last Luff, a farmer In the 
Wetaskiwin dlstrict,-and Arthur Betty; a 
neighboring farmer, were arrested for the 
theft, of two steers, the property of a 
rancher in the distriet;: Lufr jumped his 
hall, but, on hearing that Betty had been 
sentenced to five years’ imprisonment for 
the theft of the steers, he voluntarily gave 
himself to the police of. California, tn which 
state he was located after having flod from 
Alberta, 3 

Tutf made a confession in which he 
Stated that he had shot the two steers, as 
they were destroying hls crops, Lurr 
pleaded that he considered that he had a 
right to shoot the animals, and maintained 
that he had offered to pay for them before 
criminal proceedings were inaugurated by 
the owner, In spite of Luff’s explanations 
Judge Taylor at yesterday's sitting of the 
district court at Wetaskiwin sentenced him 
to two years’ {mprisonment, 

A movement is now on foot to have 
Ratty's conviction quashed by the attorney- 
general. In hig confession Luff stated that 
Betty’s only connectlon with the case was 
that he had sold the hides of the two anl-

It. is rumored in city hall circles to-

the {ay rate this year in addition to the 
original estimates amounting to 81,- 
215,205.39, This. brings — the total 
amount necessary lo be raised in: the 
current year’s taxes up to $2,268,411.- 
no, un Inerease of $20,900 over the 
estimates submitted by the commis- 
sioners. In other words instead of cut- 
ting down the estimates and automal{- 
cally reducing the tax rate, the council 
actually increased the estimates and 
deferred striking ‘the rate until an ad- 
journed meeting called for Tuesday 
morning next at 10:30 a.m, 

This action was taken as the result 
of a probe into the original estimates 
made by the engineeriig department for 
operating expenses during the present 
year. The amount asked for ‘by this 
department Is $449,414, and the coun- 
cil could not see where all this money 
was needed, The city engineer was put 
on the carpet to enlghten the council 
on this ftem. 

The engineer told the council that 
oul of this appropriation only about 
£98,000 would be required by his de- 
partment, ag. $208,090 had been trans- 
ferred to the street’ maintenance de- 
partment, 845,000 was to provide for 
street lighting, $35,000. for sewer 
maintenance as well as a number of 
other items,
